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COLLECTIVE AGREEMENTS 


years past generally favoured, as the means 

best adapted to settle disputes arising between 

them, the method of collective bargaining, 
resulting, if successful, in collective agreements. The 
results have been especially good in disputes arising in 
the building, woodworking and allied industries—in- 
dustries in which collective bargaining was practically 
unknown prior to the year 1919. 

Collective agreements in tne past were mainly of 
local effect, but now they have become of more general 
and, indeed, often of national application. This is 
because the disputes are referred to bodies composed of 
the representatives of employers and workers. Such 
are joint industrial councils and joint conciliation 
boards, bodies which are charged with the duty of con- 
sidering and reaching agreement upon matters of common 
interest to master and man in helping to improve the 
prospects of their trade. The collective agreement 
must be distinguished from the so-called ‘“‘ shop agree- 
ment”; the latter is an agreement made between a 
single employer and the whole of his employees or one 
or more categories of his employees. Shop agreements, 

- nevertheless, have a great importance and use, in so 
far as they reduce to a written statement the conditions 
of employment persisting in the particular establish- 
ment, especially if this be a large firm with a practical 
monopoly of the industry in a particular area. Shop 
agreements may also be of importance in cases where 
they supplement the terms of a general agreement 
drawn up for general use in the industry by an organisa- 
tion of which the firm making the shop agreement is a 
member. 

The Report of the Ministry of Labour on Collective 
Agreements between Employers and Workpeople in 
(1) the Mining and Quarrying Industries, (2) the En- 
gineering, Shipbuilding, Iron and Steel and other 
Metal Industries, and (3) the Building, Woodworking 
and Allied Industries* is in the main devoted to a 
descriptive analysis, industry by industry, of the details 
of such collective agreements as are now in operation. 
It deals with them under a variety of headings, including 
the following : (a) wages (including time, rates of wages, 
piece-work prices and other systems of payment by 
results). 

(b) Procedure for effecting changes in rates of wages, 
including sliding scale arrangements based on changes in 
cost of living or on selling prices of the products of the 
industry, or on the proceeds of the industry. 

(c) Methods of settling differences arising between 
employers and workpeople, and provision for avoiding 
disputes, including conciliation and arbitration pro- 
cedure. 

(d) Regulation of hours of labour, including the 
arrangements for, and conditions of, overtime work. 

(e) Apprenticeship conditions. 

A variety of other matters are dealt with in this 
Report, but the above indicates that it constitutes a 
comprehensive survey of the elaborate system of codes, 
mutually agreed upon by employers and workpeople, 
for the regulation of conditions of employment, the 
scope, extent and nature of which are almost unknown 
by anyone except the parties immediately concerned. 
Further, it should be known that the three groups of 
industries dealt with in the Report employ one-third 
of the total of the nation’s nearly 13 million work- 
people who are employed and insured against unem- 
ployment in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

Collective agreements naturally differ considerably on 
account of the areas to which they are made to apply, 
the procedure by which they have been attained, and 
the matters with which they deal. The agreements in 
the group of industries dealt with in the Report

naturally fall into two main divisions, namely : (a) local 
or district agreements applying mainly to individual 
towns or to areas comprising a group of towns or counties, 
and (6) national or general agreements applying to the 
whole (or nearly the whole) of an industry wherever it 
may be carried on. 

The majority of.the agreements described in the 
Report are the result of ad hoc negotiations between 
federations, associations and groups of employers and 
similar bodies representing the workpeople ; but in 
some cases, the agreements have been made by standing 
joint bodies representing employers and workpeople, 
which have been established for the purpose of dis- 
cussing and, if possible, reaching agreement upon 
matters arising from time to time in the limits of their 
own industry. The subjects dealt with in these agree- 
ments are both numerous and varied in character. They 
are primarily concerned with settling the rates of wages 
and hours of work in the particular industry, and their 
importance cannot be overestimated. Some of the 
agreements contain large numbers of working rules 
which regulate in the most precise and detailed manner 
the conditions under which the work is to be performed ; 
and many of them define the procedure for the settle- 
ment by pacific means of all disputes between employers 
and workpeople, about whatsoever and whensoever 
these may arise. It may be said that the various 
agreements touch at some point or another almost 
every phase of the industrial life of the workers con- 
cerned. This is all for the common good in the preven- 
tion of strikes and lock-outs in these days when the prob- 
lem of unemployment is so baffling in face of restricted 
trade and the activity of the inventors of labour-saving 
machinery. 

In the portion of the Report of most interest to our 
readers, namely, that dealing with the building industry, 
we find that the conditions of employment in this 
industry are regulated by national agreements, whose 
terms control every trade absorbed in building. The 
machinery of negotiation is mainly in the hands of 
certain joint bodies composed of representatives of the 
various national bodies and associations of employers 
and of workpeople. 

In England and Wales, as is well known, the national 
body is the National Joint Council for the Building 
Industry, with a representation, on the employers side, 
of the National Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
the National Federation of Plumbers and Domestic 
Engineers and the National Federation of Slate Merchants, 
Slaters and Tilers; and on the workers’ side, of the 
National Federation of Building Trade Operatives, the 
separate unions of bricklayers and masons, wood- 
workers, painters, plumbers, slaters and tilers, street 
masons and paviors, plasterers, woodcutting machinists, 
and labourers, with the National Union of General and 
Municipal Workers and the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union. In the hands of this fully represen- 
tative national body all should feel content to leave 
the settlement of questions of any kind and magnitude, in 
the full assurance that the rights of all will have just 
consideration. 


It is true that in London, prior to 1915, there were 
special conciliation boards for bricklayers, stonemasons, 
carpenters and joiners, plumbers, plasterers, smiths and 
fitters, and mill sawyers and woodcutting machinists 
variously. However, following a dispute in the London 
building trades in 1914 (which was settled by the 
National Conciliation Board, augmented for this occasion 
by representatives of employers and workers in London) 
the London Master Builders’ Association joined the 
national scheme in 1915, as did also certain trade . 
unions ; so that disputes arising in the London area 
came to be referred to the same authority as operates 
throughout the country. 
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THE debate in the House 
Historic of Lords last week on 
Monuments ford Rennell’s motion 
a “That the monuments, 


historical and architectural, 
of the capital city of the country are 
matters of national and not solely 
municipal concern, as would also be 
any radical modification of sites 
familiar from long association,” served 
a useful purpose, no doubt, even 
although the motion was subsequently 
withdrawn. If we agree with this, 
as most citizens probably will, the 
second part of the motion should 
be equally easy of acceptance, 1.¢., 
“therefore, independently of the 
source from which funds for the 
purpose may be derived, no inter- 
ference with such monuments or sites 
as may be scheduled by a Commission 
appointed for the purpose should be 
undertaken without reference to and 
approval obtained from Parliament.” 
In the course of the debate, Lord 
Snell, Chairman of the L.C.C., sug- 
gested that Waterloo Bridge was not 
a national monument, and although he 
declared it was not a great archi- 
tectural triumph, he admitted he had 
no technical training which would 
entitle him to pass an opinion on any 
work of architecture, but he had 
“learned to love and know beautiful 
things at the feet of William Morris, 
the greatest artist and the greatest 
Socialist he had ever known.”” What- 
ever we may think about that, we 
believe it will be agreed by those 
who read the debate that the Chairman

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of the Council altogether misunder- 
stood the grounds of objection, both 
artistic and practical, of those who 
wished to preserve the bridge. 


THE debate was of value 


Ancient if only for the remarks 
Monuments of Lord Crawford, who 
Scheduled. has so often said the 


right thing in public dis- 
cussions on artistic matters. No 
great capital in the world, he said, 
had a smaller schedule of monuments 
in its area, of acknowledged inter- 
national fame and distinction, than 
London. There were Greenwich, the 
Tower of London, Somerset House, 
Waterloo Bridge, the Palace of West- 
minster, Hampton Court, the Palace 
of Whitehall, the two great churches, 
and Chelsea—under a dozen; and in 
none of these, except Waterloo Bridge, 
was the County Council remotely 
concerned. Under the Ancient Monu- 
ments Acts the Government had tre- 
mendous power to prevent the de- 
molition and the bad restoration of 
ancient monuments, and between 3,000 
and 4,000 monuments had _ been 
scheduled. He wished the Govern- 
ment to realise how much good could 
be done by maintaining our historical 
monuments. Thousands of people 
went abroad to see the historical 
monuments of other countries, and 
the assumption was that we had got 
a relatively small number of such 
monuments in this country. That 
is true so far as London is concerned, 
but we have incomparable attractions 
in other directions. But the poverty 
of London in this respect isa good reason 
why greater efforts should be made 
to maintain what we have got.

Bridge, but it would appear that a 
five-arch bridge carrying six lines of 
traffic is contemplated. Sir Reginald 
Blomfield writes to The Times to 
suggest that such a bridge will do 
little to help navigation. “In 1911,” 
he says, “the Ponte di Risorgimento 
at Rome was built in reinforced con- 
crete. This bridge crosses the Tiber 
with a single arch of a span of some 
350 ft. and 60 ft. wide between the 
parapets. Surely it is not beyond the 
ingenuity of our engineers to construct 
a bridge over the Thames in three 
spans ; whether in steel or reinforced 
concrete is for them to decide, on the 
score both of efficiency and cost. As 
the approaches to Waterloo Bridge 
are at a high level there should be no 
difficulty as to headway, and the 
roadway can be kept level. . . . . 
The simpler the bridge the better, for 
there still looms ahead the cost of 
dealing with the traffic disgorged into 
the Strand by a six-line bridge, and of 
building that bridge in the neighbour- 
hood of Charing Cross, which is an 
urgent and admitted necessity.”

a majestic sight which neither Rome 
nor Paris can equal. It is through the 
destruction of this architectural har- 
mony between the spirit of our historic 
river and Cathedral that the London 
County Council are dealing such a blow 
to the capital of England and of the 
Empire.” With a bridge of three spans 
he says, “‘it would be impossible to have 
any true arches at all, and it might be 
better to adopt the graceful reversed 
curves of a suspension bridge.” 


A DEPUTATION received 
by Sir Hilton Young, the 
Minister of Health, 
has again drawn atten- 
tion to the necessity for 
having an improved scheme for the 
provision of better houses for rural 
workers. This deputation was doubtful 
that the rapid housing developments 
now proceeding would do much to 
provide houses at rents that rural 
workers could afford to pay. The 
Housing (Rural Workers) Act, 1926, 
had not provided an adequate number 
of houses, and it was stated that it 
was desirable that housing authorities 
themselves should be empowered to 
operate the provisions of this Act. 
Speculative builders are still anxious 
to build houses and have a quick sale 
for them, and it is a fact that there 
have been very few schemes of houses 
for letting to rural workers. The 
rents that these workers can afford to 
pay make the proposition a most 
difficult one, and one of the suggestions 
of the deputation was that use should 
be made of voluntary bodies, and that 
the amenities of rural villages should 
be preserved. A voluntary body may 
be expected to be more concerned in 
village amenities than private builders ; 
and it is only natural that the first 
consideration of the private speculating 
builder should be to show a profit. It 
is a great pity that the present housing 
of the poorer classes should make the 
competition so unfair to the private 
builder, who cannot compete with 
voluntary bodies and large municipal 
undertakings. In post-War years, the 
standard of houses for poorer-paid 
workers has been greatly increase as 
to number of houses to the acre, super-

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ficial floor, space and type of con- 
struction, and the provision of such 
houses is a most difficult problem. 


THe Fifth International 
Congress of Surveyors, 
which is to be held in 
London from July 18 to 
21, will be inaugurated by 
Sir E. Hilton Young, the Minister of 
Health, who intends on that occasion 
to deliver an address on town planning 
and housing generally. In addition to 
the attendance of H.R.H. Prince 
George and a large number of distin- 
guished guests at the reception in the 
Guildhall on Friday, July 20, twenty 
nations and eight of the British 
Dominions or Colonies will be present 
at the Congress, and the enrolment of 
delegates has nearly reached the maxi- 
mum figure which can be accom- 
modated. Inter alia, the business of 
the Congress will be devoted to a 
study from the world-wide point 
of view of the following subjects: 
(a) Town and Country Planning ; 
(b) Housing of the Working Classes ; 
(c) The provision of large-scale plans 
(which are seriously out of date in this 
country) ; (d) Infra-Red Photography 
as an aid to Aerial Survey; (e) The 
Possibility of establishing an Inter- 
national Cadastral Survey. In connec- 
tion with the last-named subject, 
through the co-operation of the Royal 
Geographical Society, a unique, though 
small, exhibition of cadastral maps is 
being organised.

works and housing, is a major weakness 
in the present American position to 
which The Index, the publication of 
the New York Trust Company, calls 
attention. Analysis of production 
statistics for the low point of the 
depression in March, 1933, and for 
June, 1929, reveal, it is stated, an 80 
per cent. decline in production of 
capital goods compared with a 32 per 
cent. decline in production of consumer 
goods. In 1929, contracts awarded for

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building construction, one of the most 
important outlets for capital goods, 
were valued at $5,541,290,500. Last 
year the corresponding figure was only 
$1,255,708,400. Some improvement 
was shown towards the end of 1933, 
but has been followed by further 
declines this year. Reviewing the 
effects so far of the various govern- 
mental public works and _ housing 
schemes, 7'he Index considers it quite 
‘clear ‘‘ that Government aid cannot 
adequately meet the situation,’ and 
that future prosperity for the con- 
struction industries can be assured 
only by “a revival of building opera- 
tions undertaken by private initiative, 
which is in part dependent upon the 
revival of capital markets.” 


WHILE no figures of wage 
rates are quoted, the Dow 
Service reports of New 
York show that a residence 
which cost 5,000 dollars 
before the depression could have been 
built for 2,560 dollars one year ago, but 
the cost is now back to 4,675 dollars, 
due to “the bulk effect of the codes.” 
As the whole principle of raising prices 
to increase work and prosperity in 
America is still experimental, and 
success or failure remain to be proved, 
it is idle to make any further comment 
upon these figures.

The Board of Trade Journal 
for June 28 contains the 
excellent news that unem- 
ployment in the building 
industry is down to 152 
per cent., the lowest figure for some 
years. Plans approved by a selected 
list of local authorities are still on the 
upgrade, being nearly 4 per cent. 
better in May than for April, and 
showing an increase of 100 per cent. 
over similar figures 10 years ago. Even 
more satisfactory is the position in 
regard to “plans passed for other 
buildings, etc.” This stands at 22.4 
per cent.. better than for April last. 
Unemployment among workers engaged 
in public works contracting, while 1.5 
per cent. better than in the month of 
April, is still 1.9 per cent. worse than 
this time last year.

The late J. E. Still, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. John

STAND COMPETITION. 


Tue award of the assessors in this com- 
petition was given in our last issue. We 
illustrate this week the first premiated 
design, by Mr. F. Skinner, of Tecton, 57, 
Haymarket, S.W.1. The assessors report 
that they ‘‘ selected this design because, not 
only does it in every way fulfil the require- 
ments of the competition, but it shows a 
high standard of skill in the disposition of 
various units of display, and the whole stand 
has been designed to illustrate in a fresh and 
vivid manner the particular structural 
qualities of the material that is to be shown. 
The stand was designed to give an impression 
of openness, lightness and spaciousness.”’ 


The assessors noted that there was a much 
higher standard of design in the drawings 
sugmitted than in those for the previous 
competition three years ago. io the 
standard of presentation was higher. 
Previous competitions, and the stands that 
have been employed by Venesta, Ltd., at 
trade exhibitions during recent years, have, 
it is stated, exercised a considerable influence 
upon the character of the designs sent m. 
ludeed, many have merely copied previous 
stand designs. Several competitors ignored 
the fact that the stand uccupied an island 
site, although they were provided with a plan 
showing the position of the stand at Olympia. 
Many of the designs had one completely 
blank wall, which was from the display point 
of view wasted and which had no entrance in 
any part of it. 


Altogether the designs submitted showed, 
with few exceptions, a readiness to av 
intelligent research work into the nature ot 
the materials, and a comprehensive grasp of 
the characteristics of the different ‘‘ Ply- 
wood ’”’ products of which the stand was a 
vehicle of display.

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THE THREAT OF A HOUSING BOARD.

On July 18, Lord Balfour of Burleigh will 
move a resolution in the House of Lords in 
the hope of persuading the Government to 
accept proposals for setting up a National 
Housing Board. Members of the building in- 
dustry ought to regard with the utmost 
suspicion these proposals, which aim at 
establishing a building bureaucracy. f 

Many ot the protagonists of a National 
Housing Board make no secret of their belief 
that this Board will either finance or actually 
build small houses. One of the principal 
reasons for setting up a Board is said to be 
the need of building in this country at least 
1,000,000 small houses to be let at 10s. a week 
or less. All the advocates of the Board use 
the argument that, given a Government 
guarantee of interest, 1t will be possible to 
raise loans amounting to millions of pounds 
in the City. Further, it is argued that the 
establishment of such a Board will remove 
housing out of the sphere of politics. 

In order to appreciate the dangers and the 
delusions of the proposal, it is necessary to 
analyse these three claims. In the first place 
it is by no means certain that small houses 
let at 10s. a week cannot, in the near future, 
except in crowded industrial areas, be built 
by private enterprise unassisted by any State 
subsidy, direct or indirect. Already certain 
building contractors are providing small 
houses at inclusive rents of 7s. or 8s. a week. 
But if a powerful central organisation, 
financed on the credit of the taxpayers, 1s 
established, this will introduce new competi- 
tion with private enterprise. The advocates 
of a Board try to evade this point by stating 
that the contracts will be given to private 
contractors, but inevitably pressure will be 
brought to bear in favour of building by direct 
labour on the delusive grounds of economy. 
Indecd, some of those supporting the proposal 
see in it a subtle means of semi-nationalising 
the building industry. : 

The second assumption, which appears to 
be misleading, is that, given a Government 
guarantee, capital will easily be raised, and 
no one will lose money. But such a guarantee 
will, in effect, be an indirect subsidy. If the 
Board is not able to pay the interest to those 
holding housing stock, then the taxpayers 
will have to put their hands in their pockets 
in order to provide the = dividends. 

Past experience certainly suggests that all 
the optimistic estimates of cheaper building, 
owing to a Treasury guarantee, may well be 
too optimistic, A common-sense view on this 
particular point was recently expressed by 
the disinterested organisation known as PEP, 
or Political and Economic Planning. In their 
second broadsheet on housing, PEP state that 
in the past any large Government-backed 
effort has led to inflation of prices and has 
resulted in providing houses mainly for 
people whose need was by no means great. 
Since the revision of Government subsidies, 
building costs have been reduced. ‘“ Already 
there is considerable danger of a fresh up- 
ward swing in prices, and a new corporation 
committed before public opinion to the rapid 
erection of houses on a spectacular scale, and 
harassed by all the initial difficulties which 
have been seen, for example, in the case of 
the Marketing Boards, would be an easy prey 
to the promoters of price rings.” 

The third assumption is that such a Board 
would remove housing out of the sphere of 
politics, and the Central Electricity Board is 
taken as an example of the kind of organisa- 
tion that is required. Here the advocates of 
a Housing Board are on unsound ground. 
They have evidently failed to realise that the 
Central Electricity Board managed to raise 
capital without any Government guarantee at 
all, and is, therefore, in quite a different 
position from the proposed Housing Board. 

Other enthusiastic advocates do not seem 
to understand that, if the Government gives 
a guarantee, clearly they will have a voice 
in the spending of the money raised. The 
Central Electricity Board is in a strong fost- 
tion to decline to give information to Parlia- 





ment, because it is free from Treasury en- 
tanglements. But a Housing Board, financed 
by State-guaranteed capital, would be in a 
much weaker position, and would, in fact, 
still be at the mercy of political changes, for 
tne Treasury has to operate in accordance with 
the instructions of the Government of the 
day. lf the politicians thought, for example, 
that the Housing Board were risking too much 
money on the purchase of bricks, fearing such 
a stupendous loss on building materials as 
uccurred when the Addison scheme was being 
liquidated and the Department of Building 
aterials Supplies wound up about twelve 
years ago, they might forbid further pur- 
chases. Shrewd questions in the House by 
— might also influence the Board’s 
olicy. 
A pil the point of view, moreover, of clear- 
ing slums, and housing families already over- 
crowded, one of the fundamental drawbacks 
of a Housing Board is that it would mean 
delay and uncertainty just at a time when 
there is a house-building boom. The intro- 
duction of a Bill in Parliament would arouse 
strong feelings, and it probably would re- 
quire at least a year to carry it into law. 
During this period certain local authorities 
would seize at the excuse of holding up their 
slum clearance programmes, and persons ready 
to invest private money in small houses would 
decline to do so, fearing the effects of the in- 
direct State subsidy. Even when a Bill for a 
Housing Board passed, there would be a con- 
siderable time needed to set up the neces- 
sary machine. PEP thus summarises this 
argument :— 


‘* While it is generally recognised that 
speed is a primary consideration, any enter- 
= confronted with the enormous task of 

uilding up an organisation from the very 
beginning, without the necessary founda 
tion of information which. does not yet exist, 
of experience which has yet to be secured, 
of personnel which has yet to be trained, 
and of a building materials’ and contrac- 
tors’ industry which has yet to be properly 
organised, would be likely to lead only to 
failure and disillusionment.”’ 


Most students of building who haye: dis- 
passionately studied the various and some- 
times contradictory schemes put forward in 
favour of a Housing Board, are convinced that 
the proposals have many weak points. The 
more the proposals are studied, the more it 
will be clear that private enterprise should be 


given as free a scope as possible, as it is - 


flexible and tends to bring down costs, and 
therefore rents.

WATERLOO BRIDGE 


METHOD OF DEMOLITION. 


THERE has been much speculation as to the 
means to be adopted for the demolition of 
the arches of Waterloo Bridge, and the fol- 
lowing statement on the subject, issued last 
week by the London County Council, 
describes the method which has been devised 
by the engineers in charge of the work :— 

Rennie’s massive bridge of granite has in- 
clined thrusts at each pier and is safe so long 
as one arch pushes against the next arch, but 
in a series of arches the failure of one has led 
in several instances to adjacent arches falling 
down like a pack of cards. The removal of 
the top hamper of the old bridge, such as the 
balustrades, frieze, pavement, and roadway, 
is mere ‘‘ housebreaking,” and the removal 
of the piers and the foundations is not ex- 
pected to offer any great difficulty; but the 
removal of the arches is a problem full of 
interest. 

Safety during demolition is of first impor- 
tance, but coupled with safety is the neces- 
sity of interfering with the river traffic as 
little as possible. For safety the balance of

arch thrusts at each pier must be maintained 
throughout the work. The thrusts will vary 
as the work proceeds, gradually Getting less 


and less; the danger, however, does not lie 
in the magnitude of thrusts, but in the mag: 
nitude of any unbalanced thrusts. 


_ During demolition the arches will need out- 
side support. If this were given from the 
sides or from below, it would mean further 
obstruction in the river to traffic. It has 
been decided to support them from above by 
bridging from pier to pier with temporary 
steel trusses somewhat similar to those of the 
temporary bridge, drilling holes vertically 
down through the granite arches and pass- 
ing suspension bars from the steel trusses 
down through the holes to protrude from the 
underside of the granite arch. Steel center- 
ing will then be floated into position under 
the arch and drawn up close to its underside 
and held in place by the protruding suspen- 
sion bars. 

The only steelwork affecting the river 
traffic will therefore be the slight reduction 
of the arch opening to traffic due to the sus- 
paces steel centering, a minimum of inter- 
erence in the circumstances. When the steel 
trusses are in position above each arch and 
the suspended steel centering is below each 
arch, then the actual removal of the granite 
arch stones will be begun, the stones being 
handled by cranes working along the top of 
the temporary steel trusses. At the arch 
over the Victoria Embankment special pre- 
cautions will be taken to safeguard road 
traffic and pedestrians. 

Arch demolition will be begun simultan- 
eously and uniformly at each arch. Each arch 
will be treated in three longitudinal strips. 
The stones in the two outer strips will first 
be removed simultaneously, starting with the 
centre stones and working evenly towards 
each pier. When this has been done, the 
middle strip will remain as a very narrow 
arch, and its weight will then be transferred 
to the suspended centering so that the load 
is borne by the overhead temporary steel 
trusses. Once the load is transformed from. 
arch thrust to suspended load any danger to 
the structure as a whole is gone. On re- 
moval of the remains of the arches the cen- 
tering will be lowered on to barges and towed 
away and the steel, trusses removed. 

The demolition of each pier and its founda- 
tions will proceed inside a steel sheet-pile 
coffer-dam, and the material will be loaded 
into barges by means of derrick cranes work- 
ing from the staging built round the coffer- 
dams. The erection of the staging and the 
programme for removal of the piers will be so 
arranged as to cause a minimum of. interfer- 
ence with river traffic. 


RIBBON DEVELOPMENT. 


Sir E. Hiton Youne, the Minister of 
Health, and Mr. L. MHore-Belisha, the 
Minister of Transport, received a deputation 
this week on the subject of ribbon develop- 
ment from the Oxford Preservation Trust 
and the Cambridge Preservation Society. 
The deputation was introduced by the Rt. 
Hon. H. A. L. Fisher, F.R.S., Warden of 
New College, Oxford, and Mr. A. B. 
Ramsay, M.A., Master’ of Magdalene 
College, Cambridge. 

The object of the deputation was to draw 
the attention of Ministers to the serious evils 
of ribbon development, and especially to the 
danger of life, the loss of traffic mobility and 
the destruction of the beauty of the 
countryside which ribbon development 
involves. The deputation asked that urgent 
action should be taken by the Government 
to check these evils. 

The Minister of Health said, in reply, the 
Ministry of Health and the Ministry of 
Transport were in active consultation as to 
methods of dealing with the matter and as 
to the remedies which would be effective. 

The Minister of Transport associated him- 
self with Sir Hilton Young’s reply, and said 
that’ he fully agreed as to the seriousness 
and urgency of the question, ecially from 
the point of view of public safety and the 
mobility of traffic. 
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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL HOUSING COMMITTEE 


Tue Report of the National Housing Com- 
mittee, entitled ‘‘A National Housing 
Policy,’’* has just been issued. It examines 
in detail the proposed organisation to perform 
the task set out in the Interim Report of the 
Committee (published on May 15) of supplying 
1,000,000 new houses within the next ten years 
at inclusive rentals of 10s. per week or under. 
The Committee comes to the conclusion that 
the housing of the lower-paid workers at rents 
within their means should be accepted as a 
national responsibility and a public service, 
and that the task can only be carried out effi- 
ciently and cheaply ‘by a specially constituted 
National Housing Commission raising money 
at trustee rates of interest. 

Following is a summary of the Committee’s 
conclusions :— 

1. The housing of the lower-paid workers at 
rents within their means should be accepted 
as a national responsibility and a public 
service. 

2. At least a million new houses are needed, 
to be let at inclusive rents of 10s. and under. 

3. This need should be met within ten 
years. . 

4. There is no prospect of this need being 
met through private enterprise building for 
profit. é 

5. A determined effort organised on a 
national scale is essential. ; 

6. Such an effort could best be realised 
through the setting up of a statutory Housing 
Commission to organise building through local 
authorities and public utility societies. 

7. The functions of the Ministry of Health 
in regard to housing so far as these refer to 
technical problems of execution should be 
vested in the Commission, all supervisory and 
quasi-judicial functions and questions of 
general policy should remain with the 
Minister. . 

8. The Housing Commission would not itself 
build or own ‘houses. 

9. The Commission would help local autho- 
rities by providing expert guidance, co- 
ordinating all branches of housing, supporting 
local authorities in their work, and making 
available efficient alternative machinery in any 
branch of it which they might prefer not to 
handle themselves directly. 

10. The Commission would ensure that new 
construction, the abatement of overcrowding, 
slum clearance and_ reconditioning were 
brought together under one coherent national 

lan. 

‘ 11. The Commission would have the respon- 
sibility for organising a national survey of 
housing needs. 

12. The Commission would organise the 
supply of materials in order to keep down 
costs by making demand a known quantity. 

13. The Commission would consider the 
possibility of decentralisation and satellite 
towns. 

14. The Commission would keep watch on 
the whole question of land costs and land pur- 
chase. 

15. The Commission would consist of a full- 
time independent chairman and other mem- 
bers appointed for a fixed term of years, and 
would be adequately staffed. 

16. The building programme would be 
financed through a, National Housing Stock 
under Treasury guarantee; the funds thus 
raised would be made available for local 
authorities, and for public utility societies 
through the medium of a Central Public 
Utility Council working under the auspices of 
the Commission. 

17. As a rule the period of amortisation 
would be 60 years for houses and 80 years 
for land. 

18. Given existing building costs and in- 
terest rates, subsidies would only ‘be necessary 
where land is expensive or rates are high, or 
10s. a week is beyond the wage-earner’s 
capacity to pay; an effort on the scale indi- 
cated would throw no strain on the nation’s 
financial resources.

HOUSING PROGRESS 


During a debate on the Ministry of 
Health vote in the House of Commons, Mr. 
Shakespeare said that the Government were 
bringing in a Bill which would deal with 
the troublesome aspects of overcrowding in 
London and elsewhere. The 1933 Act was 
one of the most effective on the Statute 
Book. Even the promise of it set private 
enterprise building at a terrific rate. In the 
last year ending March 266,000 houses were 
built, of which 208,000 were built without, 
and 58,000 with, State assistance. That 
gave employment to 425,000 men. - It was 
significant to note that since this vigorous 
housing policy started unemployment in the 
building industry for the last two years had 
fallen by 40 per cent., and among bricklayers 
had fallen by 78 per cent. Of the 208,000 
houses built without State assistance, 19 per 
cent. were to let and 77,000 were C class 
houses. With the 58,000 built in the main 
by local authorities there was a total of 
135,000 houses built last year definitely of 
the C class. It was generally accepted that 
these C class houses were of a nature which 
catered for the need of the working classes. 
The effect of cheap money and the lower 
cost of building meant that houses were 
being provided even under the building 
societies’ scheme at rents which compared 
favourably with rhunicipal subsidised rents. 
On notice boards the instalments payable 
were shown to be equal to rent. In effect, 
houses under the owner-occupier scheme 
were houses to let. The only difference 
was the payment of 2s. or 3s. more in 
respect of the capital redemption. The 
evidence was that artisans and_ skilled 
labourers were going into these houses. 

Last year the output of houses exceeded 
by 50,000 the total anticipated in 1924. 
Private enterprise could never cater for the 
poorly paid labourer. It had never been 
claimed by the Government that it could. 
What the Minister was doing in his crusade 
was, in the next five years, to place at the 
disposal of local authorities for finding 
accommodation for poorly paid labour 
500,000 houses at a cheaper rent than any- 
thing which had hitherto been provided. in 
May last 4,300 houses were included in 
clearance areas, so declared by local autho- 
tities. The monthly average had. gone up 
to that figure from 600 in the pre-crusade 
period, They were working -at the rate of 
declarations of clearance areas of 40,000 
houses. The orders were being confirmed at 
the rate of 36,000 houses a year, and the

rehousing was going on at the rate of 30,000 
a year. He hoped that by the end of the 
year they would be able to improve even 
on the present figures. In the last sixty 
years only 200,000 slum dwellers had been 
rehoused, whereas, in the next five years, 
they hoped to rehouse 1,280,000. That meant 
-_ the rate of progress would be 76 times 
as fast. 


RURAL HOUSING 


DEPUTATION TO MINISTER OF HEALTH. 

Sir Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, 
received a deputation last week from tlie 
Conservative Parliamentary Agricultural 
Committee. The deputation was introduced 
by Colonel E. A. Ruggles-Brise, M.P., and 
there were present: Sir Percy Hurd, M.P., 
Brig.-General Clifton Brown, M.P., Mr. J. 
A. Christie, M.P., Sir Thomas Rosbothain, 
J.P., M.P., Lt.-Commander P. G. Agnew, 
M.P., Sir Robert Smith, M.P., and Mr. Cecil 
Hanbury, M.P. The object of the deputa- 
tion was to bring to the Minister’s notice 
the need for a larger provision of houses for 
rural workers. 

The deputation, it was stated, did not 
desire to ask for any extensive new subsidy 
scheme, but they were doubtful whether the 
rapid housing development now proceeding 
would do much to assist in the provision of 
houses at rents within the means of rural 
workers. Much could be done to improve 
rural housing conditions by a more extensive 
use of the Housing (Rural Workers) Act, 
1926. In particular, it was desirable that 
housing authorities themselves should be 
given power to operate this Act in suitable 
cases and to receive the Exchequer grants 
payable under it. Reference was also made 
to the desirability of making as much use as 
possible of the assistance of voluntary bodies, 
and of preserving the amenities of rural 
villages. 

The Minister said that he was glad to have 
an opportunity of hearing the views of the 
Agricultural Committee while the new hous- 
ing legislation for the reduction of over- 
crowding which the Government had 
eal to introduce was being prepared. He 
could assure the deputation that in framing 
that legislation, the special problem of rural 
housing would receive most careful considera- 
tion. He agreed with the deputation that the 
use made in some areas of the Housing 
(Rural Workers) Act, 1926, had been inade- 
quate. The suggestion that housing authori- 
ties might themselves be empowered to 
operate this Act was one to which he was 
giving sympathetic consideration. 


SLUM CLEARANCE 
COMMITTEE

if he was now able to announce the names of 
the members he had appointed to deal witl 
the question of the buildings involved in 
rehousing after slum clearance.

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LIVERPOOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE TOWN PLANNING THE 


Annual Exhibition. 

THe annual exhibition of the work of 
students of Liverpool School of Architec- 
ture was opened on Thursday, July 5, by Mr. 
Charles Marriott. The Vice-Chancellor (Dr. 
H. J. W. Hetherington) presided in the 
presence of the Pro-Chancellor, Mr. C. Sydney 
Jones, 

Mr. Marriott said that during the last 
twenty-five years, not only. had the province 
and responsibilities of the architect enor- 
mously extended and changed in character, 
but there had been a change from designing 
mainly in terms of handicraft execution to 
designing mainly in terms of mechanical exe- 
cution. He saw nothing whatever to regret 
in those changes so long as they were met in 
a spirit of acceptance and understanding. 
Taking as his text for the right attitude of 
the architect towards the contemporary situa- 
tion, the saying of Mr. Wells Coates, ‘‘ As 
architects of the ultimate material and human 
scenes of the new order, we are not so much 
concerned with the formal problem of ‘ style’ 
as with the architectural solution of the social 
and economic problems of to-day,’’ the speaker 
said that the nature of the preparation for 
this task would become clearer if some of the 
words flung about in architectural and 
artistic controversy were examined. In the 
case of ‘tradition,’ everything depended 
upon whether it were taken to mean the 
repetition of forms or the continuation of 
principles. The majority of people, particu- 
larly when they were learned on the historical 
side, looked upon architecture as an art of 
representation, an illlustrative or even a 
narrative art, and judged buildings by the 
felicity of their references to the past. Where 
this reading of tradition broke down was in 
face of a new situation—changed method of 
building construction, new materials or new 
purpose in the building itseli—to which the 
old forms would not conveniently apply. The 
moment ‘tradition’? was understood as a 


continuation of principles, they had ‘some- 
thing valid for all architectural circamstances 
—including the petrol-filling station, the fac- 
tory and the electric pylon. 


The advantage, concluded the speaker, of 
acquiring training ‘“‘in an atmosphere of 
liberal studies side by side with the students 
of other professions’? could not be over- 
estimated. 


Professor Budden, the Director of the Liver- 
pool School of Architecture, proposing a vote 
of thanks, said that Mr. Marriott’s address 
expressed precisely the attitude of the Liver- 
pool School to tradition in architecture. The 
whole teaching of architectural design in the 
School was based upon root principles that 
were common to the great architectural styles 
of the past. In that sense—and the speaker 
submitted that it was the only sense that 
mattered—the School might claim to be truly 
traditional. However unfamiliar some of the 
resultant work might seem to those who 
visited the exhibition, it was only because 
they had been hitherto accustomed to seeing 
the subjects of contemporary architecture em- 
bodied in the forms of a previous age. Some 
of those who most disliked the consequences 
of rational approach to architectural studies 
blamed the schools for neglecting the study of 
the past. But the charge, as far as the Liver- 
pool School of Architecture was concerned, 
had no foundation in fact. It was impossible 
to comprehend the nature of the basic prin- 
ciples of architecture without acquiring a 
knowledge of the history of the art, and for 
that very reason historical studies were now 
given greater importance in the early stages 
of the curriculum than ever before. Only so 
could the student see the development of his 
art in its proper perspective and learn to dis- 
tinguish between permanent principles and 
transient forms. 

Professor Patrick Abercrombie seconded the 
motion, which was carried by acclamation. 


COUNTY OF LONDON 


Tue Town Planning Committee of the 
L.C.C, have reviewed the town planning of 
the County of London in the light of the 
powers conferred by the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, and have arrived at the 
conclusion that the Council should exercise 
its powers under the Act and pass a resolu- 
tion to prepare a town planning scheme for 
that part of the county which is not at 
present subject to town planning control. 
The schemes already in operation, or in 
course of preparation, could, it is stated, be 
absorbed in such a scheme. Twelve borough 
councils approve the proposal, eight offer no 
observations, one states that it is not in a 
position to offer any observations, and only 
one is not in favour of the proposal. One 
borough council has asked the Metropolitan 
Boroughs’ Standing Joint Committee to con- 
sider the proposal, and another has expressed 
satisfaction at the present town planning con- 
trol in its borough, but is doubtful as to the 
probable attitude of the Minister of Health 
towards the extension of such control to the 
remainder of the borough. Three borough 
councils have not expressed any definite 
views, and the remaining borough council 
considers that it is inappropriate to town- 
plan the whole of the county until agreement 
has been reached as to the regional planning 
scheme for Greater London, and the degree 
to which betterment and compensation can 
be spread over a larger area than the admin- 
istrative county. With regard to the former 
suggestion, it must be appreciated, says the 
commitfee, that Parliament has made special 
provision for London as regards town plan- 
ning, and that the machinery exists at the 
present time in the Council’s representation 
on the Greater London Regional Planning 
Committee for the correlation of the town 
planning areas inside and outside the county; 
while the committee are advised that effect 
could not be given to the latter suggestion.

Central Library and Art Gallery, Sheffield. 

The main front of this new building is of 
modern Renaissance type, the fagade being 
divided into seven bays with fluted Ionic 
pilasters rising from a rusticated base to the 
main cornice, above which is a high parapet 
forming the art gallery wall. The principal 
entrance to the building is in the centre bay, 
and is enriched with carved medallions re- 
presenting Literature, Music, Drama, Archi- 
tecture, Sculpture, Painting, Mathematics, 
Chemistry and Astronomy. The elevations 
to Tudor-street and Tudor-place are treated 
simply, with raised panels between the 
windows and a slightly raised wave moulding 
as decorative features. 

The building is of steel frame construction 
with steel grillage bases to stancheons, on 
concrete foundations. The walls are of brick, 
the external elevations being faced with 
Portland stone and the internal areas with 
ivory-white glazed bricks. The basement is 
constructed as a reinforced concrete tank, 
asphalted and lined to prevent the entrance 
of damp. The suspended floors and flat roof 
are of hollow brick fireproof construction, 
with all steel beams encased, and the flat 
roof is finished with natural asphalt. Three 
stairways in reinforced concrete are provided, 
the main and staff stairs being finished in 
terrazzo with non-slip treads. The entrance 
hall from Surrey-street has marble wall 
linings and floor, carried on into the lending 
library. A passenger lift to carry twelve 
persons serves all floors, and a goods lift 
and picture hoist are provided at the loading 
way in Tudor-place. Two small book lifts 
convey books from the main stack to the ser- 
vice counters of the reference rooms and to 
the administration offices. 

The heating of most of the public rooms 
is by the invisible panel system, and by low- 
pressure hot-water radiators and pipes in the 
basement, offices and staff-rooms. The lend- 
ing library, reading-rooms, lecture-room 
and all the galleries are warmed on the panel 
invisible warming system by radiant heat 
from the plaster ceilings, which in turn are 
warmed by warm water circulated through 


small pipes embedded in the concrete or 


plaster. There are approximately 35,000 ft. 
of tube so embedded, all welded together to 
ensure that there is no possibility of leak- 
age. Three sectional low-pressure steam 
boilers are provided in the basement, with a 
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separate boiler for the domestic hot-water 
circuit. Artificial ventilation is necessary in 
the lecture hall, junior library, and stack- 
room in the basement, and is provided by a 
Plenum system installation, the air being 
driven through a filter, washed and warmed, 
and discharged into the principal rooms. 
Exhaust fans draw out the used air through 
another series of ducts. 

The planning of the gallery roof lights 
allows the maximum amount of natural light 
to the picture walls, and the artificial light- 
ing gives a similar effect from concealed 
troughs. The flat elevation of the yaaa | 
has made it possible to provide good natura 
lighting to most of the library rooms, and 
the many difficulties connected with the 
supply of an evenly distributed reading light 
by artificial means have been overcome by the 
use of a variety of types of fittings for special 
purposes. The approximate cost of the work 
is £141,700, of which £114,700 represents the 
structure and £27,000 furnishing. 

The building has been designed by the City 
Architect, Mr. W Davies, F.R.I.B.A., 
and was erected under his control and super- 
vision by the Direct Labour Department of 
the Sheffield Corporation.

Sports Pavilion, Margate. 

This new sports pavilion at the Royal 
School for Deaf and Dumb Children, Mar- 
gate, is built on a base of red Pluckley bricks 
with ashlaring over, covered externality with 
sawn elm boarding with waney edges, and 
internally with ‘‘ Tentest,’’ the joints being 
covered with wood fillets. Reed thatch has 
been used for the roof. 

The architect is Mr. F. A. Walker, 
F.R.1.B.A., of Messrs. Reeve, Reeve and 
Walker. 


Municipal Baths, West Ham. 

These baths have been erected at the corner 
of Romford-road and Atherton-road, at an 
estimated cost of £147,000. The buildings 
have been planned to cater for three classes 
of bathers, and three swimming pools have 
been provided, the largest being the major 
bath, 122 ft. by 55 ft., with swimming pool 
100 ft. by 35 ft.; the minor pool is 100 ft. by 
30 ft., and the children’s pool 60 ft. by 30 ft. 
This bath has a separate entrance from 
Atherton-road. Diving boards have been pro- 
vided to the hy Games standards of 1, 
5 and 5 metres high, the children’s bath 
having a small diving stage and boards in the 
centre of the pool. The pools are lined 
throughout with white glazed bricks. The 
major bath is equipped with a stage, dressing- 
rooms for male and female artistes, and re- 
movable sprung floor for use as an entertain- 
ment hall. A separate entrance with ticket- 
office is provided, with cloakrooms leading 
from foyer, thus making the entertainment 
section a self-contained unit separate from the 
bath section in the winter. When used as 
a recreation or concert hall, the seating accom- 
modation on the floor is 1,084. The stage is 
equipped with a cyclorama and the necessary 
lighting effects. The gallery has a seating 
om paw of 272, and temporary seating for 
350 persons can be provided on the surrounds 
at the ground-floor level for swimming galas. 

The major and minor baths are approached 
from the main entrance hall by a central cor- 
ridor, with dressing boxes for both sexes on 
either side, these being provided with steel 
lockers for bathers’ clothes, together with 
showers, foot baths, etc. The ladies’ major 
dressing-room is fitted with folding dressing 
boxes, converting it into a refreshment room 
for the entertainment hall in the winter; lifts 

rovide service from the kitchen in basement. 

he vapour baths are placed in the basement, 
with rest and refreshment rooms served from 
the kitchen. A sun-ray room is also provided. 
Cycle storage accommodation is provided for 
men and women in the basement. The Tur- 
kish baths are situated on the ground floor, 
adjacent to the main entrance hall, with rest 
and refreshment rooms similar to the vapour 
baths. There are 50 second-class men’s slipper

Tue Health Congress of the Royal Sanitary 
Institute was opened on Monday, July 9, at 
Bristol, and continues until to-morrow, Satur- 
day, July 14. The inaugural address to the 
Congress was given by Mr. Stanley H. Bad- 
cock, LL.D., J.P.,  pro-Chancellor and 
Treasurer of the University of Bristol. 
Among the various presidential addresses 
and papers were several of interest to our 
readers, and of these we give summaries 
hereunder. Our report of the Congress will 
be concluded next week. 


SOME ASPECTS OF THE SLUM PROBLEM. 

Councillor T. Clyde McKenzie, M.B., 
M.R.C.S., Chairman of the Health Com- 
mittee, Smethwick, read a paper on this 
subject, in the course of which he said. that 
in his view the problem consisted not merely 
in pulling down houses which were grossly 
and patently unfit, although that was an 
important aspect, but in action conceived to 
provide the general masses of the working 
classes with a higher standard of housing all 
round. That tho. col therefore, resolved it- 
self into three sections: firstly, the demoli- 
tion of houses which were unfit and could 
not be rendered fit by repair or reconstruc- 
tion; secondly, the repair and renovation of 
existing houses which were not wholly unfit, 
but which were below the standard of hous- 
ing of the district, and which might or 
might not require extensive reconstruction ; 
and, thirdly, the erection of new houses to 
remedy overcrowding as well as to rehouse 
those tenants who were displaced from de- 
molished houses. 

Having described the excellent progress 
that had been made with slum clearance in 
Smethwick, the speaker referred to the 
“undertakings ’’ with respect to back-to-back 
houses, observing that the usual “* under- 
taking’ consisted of making two back-to- 
back houses into one through house. A few 
of the undertakings were in respect of single 
houses, where the owner proposed to render 
them into through houses by the addition of 
scullery, wash-house, etc., at the back. Their 
policy had been to allow the owners in as 
many cases as possible to submit under- 
takings to render the houses fit, and every 
assistance was given them by the Health 
Department. They did insist, however, that 
any undertaking that was accepted should 
provide for the provision of through ventila- 
tion; the proper storage of food in a separate 
store place which was adequately lighted and 
ventilated, and in a cool situation; water 
supply and sink and domestic washing ac- 
commodation for each house; the provision 
of a w.c. at and for the exclusive use of 
each house; and the repair of all dilapida- 
tions. The type of back-to-back house they 
had in Smethwick consisted mainly of a 
living-room and small scullery downstairs, 
and two small bedrooms upstairs. Two of 
these converted into one through house usu- 
ally provided two good rooms downstairs, a 
living-room and a kitchen, with a pantry for 
food storage, and wash-boiler and sink in 
the kitchen, and upstairs three good bed- 
rooms and in some cases a bathroom and w.c. 
Brochures had been prepared, and were 
available, showing plans of typical conver- 
sions which had been accepted, together with 
the specifications of the work which had had 
to be carried out. Those specifications were 
very complete, and were drawn up by the 
Health Department, and the agreement was 
presented for signature of the owner by the 


Town Clerk’s Department. The work had 
proceeded rapidly, and, on the whole, 
smoothly. 


PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION AND 
HOUSING. 

Alderman Frank Sheppard, C.B.E., 
M.A., J.P., vice-chairman, Bristol Housing 
Committee, in a paper on this subject, de- 
scribed the development of public adminis- 
tration of housing from the latter part of 
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the reign of Queen Victoria to the present 
day. Continuing, he said that whilst the 
programme for slum clearance would deal 
with sections of the population still living 
in houses declared to be unfit for human 
habitation, no one could possibly be under 
the illusion that efforts to remove the black 
spots from our cities would get rid of all 
housing difficulties. The replacement of 
slum dwellings by new houses did not touch 
the problem of the masses of our people who 
were living under overcrowded conditions in 
houses which were not regarded as slum 
property. In this connection it was now con- 
templated that new legislation would be 
introduced to deal with the evil of over- 
crowding, and thus prevent the subdivision 
of houses intended for single families. In 
addition to providing for slum clearance and 
the reduction of overcrowding, he was of 
opinion that local authorities must continue 
to make provision for working-class houses 
to meet the growth of the population. Pub- 
lic administration in regard to housing would 
not end with the completion of the five- 
years’ programme. The work now so well 
begun must be completed and followed up 
by continuous efforts to replace the houses 
which were year by year reaching the end 
of their useful lives. 


THE CO-ORDINATION OF REHOUSING. 

A paper on this subject was read by 
Mr. F. R.  Jefford, Chief Sanitary 
Inspector and Housing Officer, Chelten- 
ham Spa, who, having stressed the import- 
ance of having a sufficient staff to deal with 
slum clearance and better housing generally, 
discussed the standard of unfit houses. There 
was, he said, a consensus of opinion in the 
published health reports of the surveys car- 
ried out in 1930 which covered matters such 
as small cubic space; insufficient bedroom 
accommodation for both sexes; bedrooms in- 
directly connected with staircase, want of 
light, in addition to the lack of essential 
amenities. In the continuity of standard he 
submitted that the chief obstacle was en- 
countered when the line of demarcation was 
not clearly defined. ife attached the greatest 
importance to the personal visitation of areas 
and individual houses by members of the 
local authority, particularly the assistance 
given when those properties were under re- 
view in committee and when owners sub- 
mitted their objections. Had the influence 
of vested interests been eradicated in regard 
to the slum question, and was it not still to 
the fore where rural housing was concerned ? 
With regard to rehousing, the need for ac- 
commodation for large families had not found 
a general response by the provision of four- 
bedroom houses, and where they were pro- 
vided a higher rent rather than a lower 
existed; this did not tend adequately to 
overcome the difficulty of small income and 
was an incentive to introduce the system of 
rent allowance, which in some districts was 
equal to a maximum of 3s. 9d. on each house 
rent. The single-bedroom house for elderly 
couples and pensioners was engaging the 
interest of the authorities, who realised that 
it was wrong to drive those people who had 
struggled to retain their independence into 
institutions or into rooms. 


RECONDITIONING WORKING-CLASS 
HOUSES. 


‘*Some Observations on the Report of the 
Departmental Committee on Housing’”’ was 
the title of a paper by Mr. E. C. Farr, Chief 
Sanitary Inspector, Taunton. Having criti- 
cised some of the ambiguities of the Housing 
Act, 1930, the lecturer referred to the Devart- 
mental Committee’s proposal that local 
authorities should be given compulsory powers 
and encouraged to acquire for reconditioning 
working-class houses which are not in all 
respects fit for human habitation, but can be 
made fit and to which a probable life of at 
least twenty years can be given. The Minister 
of Health, he' continued, had indicated that 
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provision for such action was being included 
in the new Housing Bill. None could deny 
that there was an urgent need for dwellings 
rendered fit and let at rents which really 
were within the means of the poorer working 
classes, situated in reasonably close proximity 
to their daily work. Reconditioning, properly 
carried out, would do much to meet the needs 
of this particular class, but to whom is this 
best entrusted? Views have been expressed 
that existing powers were sufficient to require 
owners to recondition, especially as in cases 
where an owner was unable to afford the 
necessary financial outlay, a local authority 
had power under Section 91 of the Housing 
Act, 1925, to lend money to enable him to 
fulfil his responsibilities. Among those hold- 
ing that opinion might be mentioned the 
Urban District Councils Association. How- 
ever, if the rents were to be kept within the 
limits indicated, ownership by the local 
authority became almost a sine qua non. It 
had been demonstrated that the purchase and 
reconditioning of houses by local authorities 

d be made a satisfactory proposition, and 
he would advise any who might doubt this to 
inquire into schemes of that character carried 
out with marked success at Cheltenham. 


ENGINEERING AND SURVEYING. 


In his presidential address to the Confer- 
ence of Engineers and Surveyors, Major L. 
Roseveare, O.B.E., M.Inst.C.E. (President, 
Institution of Municipal and County Engi- 
neers; Borough Engineer, Eastbourne), re- 
ferred to many matters of current profes- 
sional interest. In drainage design, he said, 
it was a moot point whether the insistence of 
the double system of sewerage where not 
absolutely necessary was not economically 
wrong, especially as affecting the costs in the 
housing problem. Even the provision and 
maintenance of the interception trap might 
come under that category. Likewise, savings 
might be made, especially in the larger cities, 
by a more detailed consideration of the 
storage capacities of sewers when estimating 
for the discharge capacities required to take 
the calculated run-off. Again, a less typic- 
ally conservative attitude to the one-pipe 
system of sanitary fittings would undoubt- 
edly lead to further building economies, and 
possibly encourage the craft spirit of the 
plumbers. Town planning, said the speaker, 
was definitely the province of the engineer 
and surveyor in his particular locality, in 
conjunction with his neighbouring colleagues, 
the practical safeguard of his scheme being, 
that he was, through his local council, the 
one who would have to enforce it when 
approved. The welcome Town and Country 
Act would entail considerable thought, tact 
and energy, and it was hoped, therefore, that 
the guiding ‘‘Model Clauses’? now being 
formulated would be as short and clear as 
possible. Their full appreciation by the 
ordinary developer should save considerable 
time in explanation and avoid the friction 
incidental to the submission and refusal of 
impracticable plans. 


New Swimming Stadium, Brighton. 

The new Swimming Stadium at Brighton 
(opened on July 1) is in West-street, near the 
sea front, and has a swimming bath which 
measures 165 ft. by 60 ft., with a depth rang- 
ing from 3ft. 6in. to 16ft. 6in. It contains 
over half a million gallons of sea-water, for 
the filtration and ultra-violet ray treatment of 
which a plant has been installed in the build- 
ing. The temperature will be regulated in 
accordance with climatic conditions, and the 
heating will be done by electricity. The 
bathing pool is surrounded by an extensive 
area for the use of bathers, and there are 
galleries with seats for about 2,000 spectators. 
Lighting effects will be produced in the 
stadium at night by an illumination scheme 
which includes flood-lighting from the roof 
and under-water lights. There are also facili- 
ties for private sea-water baths and shower 
baths. The architects of the stadium are 
Messrs. Jackson and Greenen, Bournemouth. 
and the main building contractors Messrs. 
Hayward and Sons (Bournemouth), Ltd. 
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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


Mr. T. Atwyn Lioyp (President) -took the 
chair at the annual meeting of the Institute 
held at Caxton Hall, Westminster, on Frida 
night, when the ‘Council was re-elected with 
the addition of Mr. E. G. Allen in place of 
Mr, G. Montagu Harris, sotanek The 
balance-sheet showed a balance of assets over 
liabilities of £1,898, and the President pointed 
out that the Institute was gradually 
being put into a satisfactory financial posi- 
tion. 

The President, in reviewing the year’s 
work, said that 65 new members had been 
elected. In the intermediate examination 
held in July, six candidates sat, two 
of whom were from overseas; and two 
passed. For the final examination, which is 
conducted by the Town Planning Joint 
Examination Board, comprising representa- 
tives of the Institute, the R.I.B.A., the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution and the 
Institution of Municipal and County 
Engineers, there were 34 candidates from the 
Institute out of a total of 45, and of the 
Institute candidates 19 were successful. This 
year there were 15 candidates for the inter- 
mediate and 65 for the final examination, of 
whom 54 were granted permission to sit by 
the Institute. The Council had recently 
approved the new course in Town and 
Country Planning of the Leeds College of 
Art School of Architecture, and had agreed 
to exempt future holders of the school 
diplona from the _ final examination. 
Exemption from the final examination was 
already granted to successful town -planning 
diploma students of London, Liverpool and 
Durham . Universities. In September this 
year, from the 24th to the 30th, a summer 
school will be held at Oxford under thw 
auspices of the Institute. The President re- 
ferred to the various papers read during the 
session and to the meetings held by the 
North of England Division and the Scottish 
branch. Evidence for the Institute had been 
given before the Departmental Committee on 
Garden Cities, and at the invitation of the 
Minister of Health the Institute had sub- 
mitted names of persons to serve on the 
Advisory Committee in connection with the 
operation of the Town and Country Planning 
Act. The Council had issued a_ revised 
schedule of professional charges, which, it was 
believed, would ‘be applicable to all types of 
schemes. The President referred to the 
various functions he had attended as Presi- 
dent of the Institute and also to the loss 
which had been sustained by the death of 
Mr. T. H. Mawson, Mr. Ch. Reede and Dr. 
Schmidt. 

The report was adopted, and votes of 
thanks were accorded the Council and the 
various officers. 


Educational Buildings and Town Planning 

Mr. W. Dougill, A.R.I.B.A., submitted a 
lengthy paper entitled ‘‘ The Relation of Edu- 
cational Buildings to the Town Plan: their 
Frequence, Area Required, etc.’’ It was 
pointed out that whilst the subject of educa- 
tional buildings was an extremely important 
and complex one, it had been very largely 
neglected in the past. Whilst the provi- 
sions of the Education Acts and the sugges- 
tions published by the Board of Education 
gave a clear lead to the bodies administerin 
education, they allowed a very strong loca 
option in such matters as school capacities, 
travel distances, etc., and thus one found 
great differences in the way in which the 
various towns applied those provisions and 
suggestions. Probably no one would dispute 
the wisdom of allowing this latitude, for it 
permitted of each community expressing its 
own individuality and made the provisions 
more amenable to adjustment to meet local 
needs. At the same time it did make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to provide anything 
in the nature oF a national formula, as advo- 
cated in America, and made it essential 
to make a careful survey of local conditions, 
needs and preferences before a_ school- 
building system for any town, new or old, 
could be attempted. 


The author proceeded to deal with the law 
and administration connected with schools, 
and said that in the educational system are 
the following types of school: Elementary, 
for children between 5 and 14 years, or up 
to 15 if a by-law to that effect be passed; 
Central, to serve groups of elementar 
schools; Secondary, Continuation, Special, 
including Nursery Schools, Training Colleges, 
Industrial, Technical, Evening and Universi- 
ties. Of these different educational build- 
ings only universities and secondary, ele- 
mentary and nursery schools would appear 
to merit special consideration in the paper 
owing to its being impossible to. arrive at 
any useful data relating to the others, the 
location, size, etc., of which depended very 
largely on local circumstances. As the result 
of the Hadow report, the whole elementary 
school .systera had been or was being revolu- 
tionised, and it was necessary to take this 
into consideration when dealing with present 
and future planning. 

With regard to universities, the new ten- 
dency to be noted was that of provincial 
universities moving out from the congested 
city centres to open land on the outskirts, 
but a much stronger development was the 
acquisition by the universities of land in 
the outer areas for additional playing fields. 
A table showed the size, etc., of seven pro- 
vincial universities, and was given as a ten- 
tative guide for future planning of university 
towns. Birmingham had a site of 100 acres, 
24 miles from the centre of the city, and 
had 1,930 students; Hull had 62 acres, plus 
29 at halls of residence for 212 students; 
Leeds had 85 acres, three miles from the 
university, for 1,500 students; Man- 
chester, 71 acres three miles from the 
university, for 2,942 students; Nottingham, 
100 acres, of which 35 were for playing fields, 
34 miles from the university, for 1,000 
students; Reading had 10 acres site, plus 34 
acres of playing fields and plus the sites of 
the halls of residence, for 783 students; 
Sheffield had 184 acres of playing fields, four 
miles from the university, for 941 students. 
As to secondary schools, it was impossible to 
give any reliable data except in connection 
with sites and playing fields. The best sites 
usually were in the middle suburbs, where 
they were central to the housing areas from 
which the scholars would be recruited, and 
yet were not too far removed from the 
main cultural buildings of the town. 

Dealing next with primary and_post- 
primary schools, the author pointed out 
that the location of schools and their dis- 
tances apart depended chiefly on three 
main factors: First, the maximum distance 
which a child should have to walk to school; 
second, the desired school capacity of the 
school; and, third, the child population 
in the contributory area. Taking houses at 
densities of 8, 10 or 12 to the acre, about 
half a mile was the parents’ idea of maxi- 
mum walking distance for younger children, 
and half to three-quarters of a mile repre- 
sented that of most of the local education 
authorities, both in this country and abroad. 
One general tendency of the past few years 
was the increase in what might be termed 
the accepted desirable sizes of schools. At 
Liverpool the average enrolment at 18 
new schools in the housing estates was be- 
tween 850 and 900. The tendency was for 
still further increase, the assumption being 
that larger schools gave greater freedom in 
group classification of children and more 
economic construction and administration. A 
popular size, both in this country and 
America, was a school of 1,600 children or 
thereabouts, divided into four departments. 

In forecasting school population, innumer- 
able factors must be taken into account. In 
new housing areas, Liverpool, Birming- 
ham, Manchester, and other cities esti- 


mated the school population, that was, of 
children between 5 and 14, on the con- 
venient basis of one child per house, a figure 
corroborated to within a small fraction by 
general and child census figures. It repre- 
sented the ‘“‘ permanent set’’ or the con- 
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ditionss which would exist when the areas 


had become _ stabilised. New housing 
schemes, however—at any rate, those built in 
conjunction with slum clearance—were in 
the first place occupied by slum dwellers 
who had larger families than normal and a 
correspondingly larger school population, 
necessitating raising the one child per house 
basis up to as much as 14 per house. 
To obviate erecting permanent schools 
for this inflated number of children, various 
expedients were resorted to in the form 
either of complete temporary schools or 
temporary additions to permanent nuclei, the 
temporary structures usually being removed 
when the school and district had become 
normal and static. It was pertinent to ask 
whether a system which did not have a basis 
of planning should continue. The agitation 
for satellite towns and grouped development 
generally, the insistent and growing de- 
mand for a cessation of ribbon development, 
which usually represented the first symptom 
of town-sprawling, and the increasingly 
obvious disadvantages arising from the lack, 
in new housing areas, of communal buildings, 
were a few of the portents in which they 
would in the not distant future see a 
new orientation of policy. Assuming that a 
change was to occur, what method of town 
development was to be substituted for it. 
He suggested, apart from any consideration 
as to whether they should build satellite and 
independent towns, and irrespective as to 
whether flats or houses best met present and 
possible future requirements, that far 
greater thought should be given to the 
town-planning principle which had _ been 
termed the Neighbourhood Unit or Cellular 
Plan, than had been given to it hitherto. 
This system had its adherents in America 
and England, whilst at the present time it 
was being practised in the new towns in 
Russia. To those who are not altogether 
familiar with the principle, a definition 
might be of some service. Simply and 
briefly stated, a Neighbourhood Unit was an 
area of a town, usually bounded by main 
traffic roads—or perhaps parks, railways, 
canals or rivers—without any main traffic 
route passing through it, with the school as 
its basic feature—this was his justification 
for dealing with the Neighbourhood Unit— 
and equipped with all the communal and 
other buildings necessary for a self-contained 
residential unit. In other words, it was a 
distinct’ entity, with closely defined boun- 
daries, and laid out and controlled as a 
unity to some pre-conceived plan; or, again, 
a satellite form of development either within 
the town itself or outside it. The funda- 
mental considerations, therefore, were traffic, 
schools-and community buildings. 

A cardinal principle in the Neighbourhood 
Unit plan was that ithe school should be 
raised from a secondary position, from being 
a housing cast-off, to be the most important 
element in the hierarchy of buildings which 
go to make a community. 

Coming to the question of sites the author 
suggested that some of the considerations 
which should govern their selection were as 
follows: (1) A_ suitable and attractive 
environment is of great educational value. 
Where houses back on ito the site, the pro- 
vision of banks ‘of trees to screen ‘the cus- 
tomary untidiness of back gardens and eleva- 
tions should be considered and allowed for 
in the area. (2) The provision of services— 
gas, electricity, water and drainage—should 
be economical. (3) The site should be as 
near as possible to the centre of the contri- 
butory area, and should be easy of access 
from all parts of the area. 

(4) Except in special cases it is inadvisable 
to have schools directly at the sides of large 
parks, lakes, commercial and. other areas 
which have no school population, because in 
such locations they cannot possibly be at the 
centre of their contributory areas. Further, 
a school with large numbers of children play- 
ing games cannot be reconciled with the 
quietness and restfulness associated with 
parks. For the same reason and because 
continual playing destroys the turf and 
leaves eet patches, in those cases 
where school playing fields are in parks the 
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former should. be closely defined and well 
segregated from the ic portions. (5) In 
a contributory area where there is a high den- 
sity at one end and a low density at the 
other, the school should preferably be at the 
high density and in order tto shorten the 
travel distance of the majority. (6) The site 
should be so selected that the class-rooms 
can have a south-east or just east of south 
aspect, and yet so that the building will not 
rejudice the laying-out of games pitches, etc. 
Both the site and buildings should be con- 
sidered simultaneously and at an early stage. 
{7) Low-lying sites are generally unsuitable 
on health grounds and because the turf would 
probably not stand the hard wear of vigorous 
games. (8) Traffic hazards near to or 
approaching the sites should be avoided. 

e entrances to the sites should not be 
directly off main roads. A better arrange- 
ment is where the entrances are off branch 
roads leading from the latter. (9) For econo- 
mic reasons and to eliminate undesirable steps 
inside the building, the actual building site 
should be as level as possible, and the play- 
ing fields area should be sufficiently level to 
allow of games pitches being laid out with- 
out excessive levelling costs. (10) In most 
cases internal areas are best for schools as 
they are quieter and do not absorb valuable 
frontage land. (At Becontree most of the 
sites are either internal ones or face sub- 
sidiary roads.) (11) A usual method in the 
past was to group the school with the rest 
of the communal buildings. This generally 
led to (a) shortage and excessive cost of play- 
ing space; (6) traffic dangers; (c) noise and 
dust nuisances, and (d) long travel distances 
for the children. This site location should be 
avoided except in the case of rationally 
developed Neighbourhood Units. 


On the subject of the size and shape of 
sites Mr. Dougill gave details of various 
towns which he had obtained as the result of 
@ questionnaire. With regard to architecture 
he said a two-fold general tendency was to be 
discerned in connection. with school design; 
the single-story building in place of the more 
compact 2, 3, or 4 story one—incidentally one 
of the causes of larger sites—and lighter 
construction with more airy and flexible 
planning. One believed that the days of 
massive walls, opaque glass and other features 
characteristic of the past, had gone. An 
important departure which was gaining 
ground was the use of flat roofs, which could 
be used as extra playing space where needed 
or as open-air class-rooms. Used in this way 
in central area schools they would offset to a 
certain extent the shortage of playing space 
prevailing there, although they could never 
provide adequate space for all the recreational 
needs of the children. 


In conclusion Mr. Dougill discussed the 
problem of schools in Central Areas and in 
tenement schemes. No matter how they 
theorised on and analysed central conditions, 
‘he thought they were left with the conclu- 
sion that nothing approaching a_ perfect 
school building system could be expected in 
the existing ‘central areas of towns. The 
pressing need to-day was houses, but they 
would do well to remember that housing was 
but one of the many aspects of slum clearance 
and redevelopment. Everything pointed at 
the present time to rationalised planning of 
town centres in the future, to planning in 
bigger units than hitherto, and it was obvious 
that schools, at any rate, must be provided 
for the child population. Every opportunity 
should be taken of locating or relocating 
the schools to suit the general schemes. It 
-was equally as important that the same con- 
sideration should be given to the provision 
of nursery schools. 

Mr. R. H. Mattocks proposed a vote of 
thanks to the author, and said that with 
‘regard to the university they had to choose 
between having it in the centre of the town 
and having it as the centre of cultural life, 
or building it outside where they could plan 
to an extent impossible in the centre. He 
favoured having the site in the centre if 
possible. 

Mr, G. L. Pepler, in seconding the motion, 
referred to the Neighbourhood Unit system 
«as adopted in the United States. The thing 
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they had to realise was the importance of 
the school as the unit in the plan. 

Mr. H. H. Humphries (Birmingham), Mr. 
W. Harding Thompson, Mr. T. H. Johnson, 
Mr. L. Roseveare, Mr. P. Morris, Mr. C. 8. 
Righton, and the President also took part 
in the discussion. 


At a subsequent meeting of the Council 
Mr. H. H. Humphries (City Engineer of Bir- 
mingham) was elected as President for the 
ensuing year. 


LAW REPORTS. 


OrricrAL REFEREE’s Court. 
Before Mr. 8. R. C. Bosanquer, K.C. 


ACTION BY ARCHITECTS FOR FEES, AND 
COUNTERCLAIM FOR DAMAGES FOR 
ALLEGED NEGLIGENCE. 


Forbes and Tate v. G. P. Hawkins, Ltd. 


This was an action by Messrs. Forbes and 
Tate, architects, of 97, Jermyn-street, London, 
§.W., to recover from the defendants, Messrs. 
G. P. Hawkins, Ltd., the proprietors of the 
Dorothy Café, Sidney-street, Cambridge, 
£722, the balance of the fees the plaintiffs 
alleged to be due to them for professional 
services rendered and work done in cohnec- 
tion with the rebuilding of the café for the 
defendants at the rate of 6 per cent. on the 
cost of the work. 

For the defence it was pleaded that a con- 
tract for the work for £61,602 was entered 
into with Messrs. Coulson and Son in 1929, 
and a large part of the fees paid to the 
plaintiffs were in respect of work for which 
no drawings or specifications were prepared. 
The scheme included a ballroom, and plain- 
tiffs advised a black hornbeam dancing floor 
and directed. the contractors to pay £1,120 
for it, together with £620 for curtains and 
£3,199 in respect of electric light and fittings 
for the restaurant and ballroom. 

The defendants alleged that the plaintiffs 
were negligent, in that they failed to prepare 
drawings and specifications for a number of 
items; neglected to provide a safe and easy 
access for the persons using the ballroom; 
neglected to make any calculation as to the 
consumption of electricity, and instructed the 
contractors to pay for the floor, well knowing 
that it was unsatisfactory. The defen- 
dants alleged that they had already paid the 
plaintiffs £4,518, and pleaded that that was 
more than sufficient to remunerate them for 
their services. It was further alleged that 
the dance floor was of the nature of com- 
pressed charcoal and caused black dust to 
rise. The floor had to be renewed, and great 
damage was done by the dust to carpets, cur- 
tains and furniture. Altogether, the defen. 
dants counterclaimed for £5,500 to cover the 
cost of remedying the various*defects in the 
work. 

The plaintiffs,.in answer to the counter- 
claim, denied the allegations of negligence. 

Mr. T. J. O’Connor, K.C., and Mr. C. W. 
Lilley appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. 
A. J. Miller, K.C., and Mr. C..N. Shawcross 
for the defendants. 

On the forrteenth day of the hearing, after 
a consultation between the parties and their 
legal advisers, Mr. Miller stated that the 
parties had arrived at a settlement, which had 
put an end to this very protracted and ex- 
pensive litigation. He desired to say that his 
clients appreciated and realised that, in spite 
of all the heat of the conflict over details, 
they had really a beautiful, modern and com- 
modious: building, and one of which they 
might well be proud, and which had earned 
the praise both of the Cambridge Preserva- 
tion Society and the Illumination Congress. 
With that as a fundamental basis of the posi- 
tion, it would be most unfortunate that a 
serious difference between the parties in rela- 
tion to matters which were relatively small 
should continue, and, having thrashed out 
these matters before the Referee, the parties 
had arrived at the following terms, viz. : that 
the action should be stayed, the defendants 
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to pay the plaintiffs £400, the claim and 
counterclaim to be withdrawn, and each party 
to pay their own costs. 

Mr, O’Connor said he appreciated what Mr. 
Miller had said, he having made it plain that 
Mr. Forbes was no longer under any imputa- 
tion of incompetence in respect of the build- 
ing, which had been so highly praised. 

The Official Referee said he was glad that 
he had been relieved from deciding the case. 
He, however, desired to say that he would 
have hesitated long before coming to a con- 
clusion that Mr. Forbes had been guilty of 
neglecting his clients’ interests. He (the 
Referee) was grateful to counsel for having 
spared him that difficult task. 


Court oF APPEAL. 
Before Lorps Justices Greer and Maucuam. 


SEQUEL TO LITIGATION BETWEEN 
BUILDERS AND BUILDING OWNERS. 


Theo. Conway, Ltd. v. A. and N. Henwood. 


In this case the defendants, the Misses 
Ada and Nancy Henwood, of the Regent 
Hotel, Bournemouth, appealed from an order 
of Mr, Justice Macnaghten in Chambers re- 
versing an order of Sir Francis Newbolt, 
K.C., the Official Referee, by which he 
directed that the action brought by Messrs. 
Theo, Conway, Ltd., against the defendants 
should be dismissed for want of prosecution. 
The action arose out of a building contract 
dispute relating to alterations at the Regent 
Hotel. The question raised was whether 
under the Administration of Justice Act, 
1932, there was a right of appeal from any 
decision of an Official Referee in any inter- 
— matter or in any final matters of 
act. 

Mr. T. Eastham, K.C., in support of the 
appeal, said that the plaintiffs sued the de- 
fendants for the balance alleged to be due 
for work done under a building contract, and 
the matter was referred to an Official Referee. 
In May this year the defendants applied to 
Sir Francis Newbolt, and he made the order 
dismissing the aciion for wat of prosecution 
From this result the plaintiffs appealed to 
Mr. Justice Macnaghten in Chambers, who 
made an order discharging the order of Sir 
Francis Newbolt and directing that the 
plaintiffs should within 10 days apply to have 
a date fixed for the trial. Counsel contended 
that the order of Sir Francis Newbolt was 
a “decision” within the terms of Section I 
(1) of the Administration of Justice Act, 
1932, which had taken away the right to 
appeal from any decision of an Official 
Referee in any interlocutory matter and in 
any final matters of fact, the only appeal 
left open being on a question of law, and 
direct to the Court of Appeal. 

Mr. Croom-Johnson, K.C., for the respon- 
dents, said that the order made by the 
Official Referee was in a form which in his 
(counsel’s) experience in applications of that 
nature he had never seen before except in 
cases by consent. What the Official Referee 
had done was to dismiss the action for want 
of prosecution without giving the plaintiffs 
any sort of opportunity of putting themselves 
right. In his submission, the effect of the 
Act of 1932 was that he was still governed 
by the position in which he was at the time 
when the action started, and he was still, 
therefore, not outside the right of appeal 
which then existed by virtue of Section 89 of 
the Supreme Court of Judicature (Consolida- 
tion) Act, 1925. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, their 
lordships allowed the appeal and restored the 
order of the Official Referee with costs there 
and in the Court below. 

Lord Justice Greer, in giving judgment, 
said he was of opinion that Section I of the 
Act of 1932 applied to any appeal sought to 
be brought in respect of a decision either 
interlocutory or final in any cause or matter 
which had been given by an Official Referee 
and which had been referred to him under 
Section 89 of the Act of 1925. 

Lord Justice Maugham gave judgment to 
the same effect, and the appeal was accord- 
ingly allowed.

Without special 
measures Of insulation, it is found that the 
properties of stezl-framed buildings with a 
normal construction in filling is slightly 
better than the solid reinforced concrete 
building.

Binding New on to Old Concrete.

Sir,—Cement will not stick to cement to 
form a homogeneous mass, but by roughening 
of the surface of the old concrete a mechanical 
join can be made. If, however, the old con- 
crete is firm and stable, a new concrete layer 
of a minimum thickness of 3 in. can be laid 
over same quite safely, leaving it immaterial 
whether or not there is any adhesion between 
the old and the new. BInDINec. 


Srr,—There should be no difficulty in add- 
ing to a concrete floor if it has only been put 
down a few -weeks. It must be scrubbed 
clean, be roughed, and soaked well the day 
before rendering.

Dry Rot in Floors. 
[Answer To “C. L. L.,”’ June 8.] 

Srr,—Linoleum cemented to floors has been 
said to cause dry rot in floors. This all de- 
pends on the type of the dry rot. The least 
harinful form of dry rot can only attack wood 
which is wet; the decay works longitudinally 
and can be stopped by removing the cause 
of the decay. The other form of dry rot is 
More serious; it is caused by bad ventilation, 
and attacks across as well as along the grain. 
In the case of flooring, a certain amount of 
air enters through the air bricks below the 
joists, the principal source of ventilation 
being between the joints of the flooring. If 
linoleum is cemented to the flooring this 
through draught of air is wholly or mostly pre- 
vented. Under these conditions dry rot due 
to defective ventilation is liable to occur. 

When wood is attacked by this form of 
dry rot, the only remedy is to cut away the 
wood for at least twelve inches past the last 
visible signs of decay, then thoroughly disin- 
fect the surrounding wood and brickwork with 
a good antiseptic compound. W. E. W.

Srr,—An old brick must be judged on its 
merits in exactly the same way as a new one, 
and tests for absorption and the rongh-and- 
ready test of striking two together must be 
made before their quality can be judged. 
Given an old brick answering to these tests, 
the quality is equal to, or slightly better than, 
any new brick of similar nature.

Separation of Waste Oil and Water. 

[Answer To ‘‘ Constant Reaper,” June 29.) 

Srr,—The question of separating water and 
oil or grease before discharge into river has, I 
think, been dealt with in 7’he Builder before. 
The sketches herewith show a method that is 
successful in some conditions, but the vari- 
ables in differing demands form a hard 
problem. As an experiment, this method 
may, however, carry the solution on a stage 
for your correspondent. It was evolved after 
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many partition experiments on the way to 
hold the water and oil mixture longest in 
order to allow the maximum functioning of 
specific gravity in the chamber. When the 
ball-valve acts with the rising of the liquid 
in the chamber, the water escapes at the 
bottom of the chamber. is was devised 
after trials of several kinds of partition forms 
in the war, and found to be an improvement, 
at any rate, on them, and a model exists 
(galvanised iron, 2 ft. by 2 ft.) which your 
correspondent is welcome to ‘“‘try out” 
free of any charge if it will help him. The 
oil floating to the top of the liquid could be 
run off through am overflow; but only tests 
would show to what extent his overflow was 
pure. The great point, it will be seen, is 
that there seems to be no better way to get 
clean water, relatively, at the discharge level.

THE WEEK IN PARLIAMENT 


Housing Progress. 


During the consideration of the Estimates 
for the Ministry of Health, Sm Huron 
Younc, the Minister, said that in housing 
the year had been one of tremendous activity, 
particularly in regard to the slum clearance 
campaign. During 1933-34 some 2,250 slum 
areas had been declared, covering 37,000 
houses and 172,000 people. They had multi- 
plied the rate of progress of slum clearance 
in this initial stage of the campaign five. 
That rate was increasing monthly, and with 
this rate of acceleration the Government 
should achieve the programme of the White 
Paper in the course of the five years. That 
was a bold thing to say, and it was quite 
true that the present rate of acceleration was 
not sufficient for the programme to be carried 
out in that time. They must speed it up 
more. But, with his knowledge of what was 
going on, he would be confident that unless 
there was a setback they had achieved a 
rate of progress now which encouraged him 
to say that the five years would see the pro- 
gramme substantially carried out. 


It would take intensive work on the part 
of the local authorities and the Ministry, with 
the support of all forms of public opinion, to 
enable the pressure to be kept up, but he 
believed that it could be done. During the 
year he had reorganised the housing work of 
the Ministry to meet the new intensive 
burdens which were being put on it; all the 
work had been put in a single department 
under a director of housing. Town planning 
was an important consideration here; it was 
essential to put the right house in the right 
place; and town planning and housing work 
had been put in the same department under 
the same director It h involved an 
increase of staff, but they were doing a great 
deal of work. The year had seen a tremen- 
dous boom in the building of small houses in 
general. They were now building them at 
the rate of 300,000 a year, and they had been 
building 155,000 a year for the lower-paid 
wage-earners. This astonishing activity in 
the production of houses had followed the Act 
of 1933, and was the result of the encourage- 
ment given to private enterprise. Critics 
would say that rents were not yet low enough, 
and it was true that rents showed an excess 
in comparison with the cost of other neces- 
saries of life in relation to the standard. of 
living. Means of solving that problem would 
have to be found. 


What they were at present achieving was a 
rapid overtaking of the shortage of houses, 
and the full effect on rents could not be ex- 
pected until that shortage was more fully 
overtaken. Help was given wherever there 
was a need for it in order to provide houses 
at rents which wage-earners could pay, 
leaving to private enterprise those fields 
where it could provide houses on an economic 
basis. Help had to be given in replacing the 
slum dweller and in rehousing the overcrowded 
population in the centres of our great towns. 


The more he studied the housing problem 
the more. he became persuaded that it could 
not be dealt with effectively without enlist- 
ing the help of the local government authori- 
ties in the towns and the rural districts. A 
wise distribution of power as between the 
local authorities and the central Government 
was the most effective way of tackling these 
problems, and the best way to make vital the 
discharge of the social services was to enlist 
to the full the intimate knowledge of local 
conditions and the keen personal interest in 
local conditions of the men on the spot.

MORE ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—1I. 


By J. R. TAYLOR, 


WELL SINKING FOR SMALL BUILDINGS. 
(2.) 


WE have now reached the point where con- 
sideration must be given to the choice of a 
suitable pump. The majority of cottagers de- 
pendent on wells have to carry water from 
a pump standing in the open, which may or 
may not be of the lift-and-force type, accord- 
ing to the a of the well. But in any new 
building we should to-day usually be expected 
to provide for a hot-water service at the sink 
pet bath, and consequently provide a —- 
tank in the roof. Pumping water to a height 
by means of a hand-operated lever or wheel 
is very hard work; and a very good quality 
pump, power driven, should preferably be 
chosen if it can be afforded. Future his- 
torians will doubtless comment on the fact 
that many villages without water mains have 
electricity ‘‘ on tap,’’ and consequently power 
for driving a pump will in such cases be avail- 
able. When a pump is to be selected a good 
catalogue should be consulted; for though a 
local ironmonger may keep a stock of such 
things, it by no means follows that he or his 
assistants will have the experience and techni- 
cal knowledge necessary for giving sound 
advice. A good catalogue will provide 
the data necessary for making calculations. 
It may be added that a country plumber 
often has a good working knowledge of pumps. 

A good quality pump of sufficient capacity 
does not always give an entirely satisfactory 
performance. All that is sometimes required 
is a minor adjustment, but frequently the 
fault lies with bad proportioning of the suc- 
tion and delivery pipes, and bad siting of the 
storage tank, which requires the introduction 
of too many bends. On single-barrel pumps 
the diameter of suction and delivery pipes 
should be the same for both, and in each be 
rather more than half that of the diameter 
of the pump barrel. As few bends, and those 
as easy as possible, should be used, and no 
elbows. The pump should be provided with 
an air vessel, and the suction pipe should have 
a continuous fall from the pump to the well, 
to facilitate the passage of air. In short, 
though such a well as described may be sunk 
by unskilled labourers, a lift-and-force pump 
calls for knowledge and experience. 

The pump being fixed, we may proceed to 
let in the water by drilling holes through the 
concrete tubes at the level of the bottom of 
the vein we have pierced. If the flow of 
water is poor in volume, it may be increased 
by driving out perforated tubes like spokes 
from the hub of a wheel. The old practice 
in such cases was to drive out galleries and 
fill in with rough stones. The well can then 
be covered in with reinforced concrete, and 
it is a good plan to provide a framework of 
steel angles or tees that will support a cast- 
iron manhole cover and frame, of the same 
sort as those used on drainage works. The 
concrete should have a good spread so as to 
cover a considerable area of ground around 
the well, and it should, if possible, fall 
away from the iron cover in all directions. 
Surface water flowing towards the well should 
be diverted. 


Tube Wells. 

The accompanying diagram, which is not 
to scale, roughly depicts the methods em- 
ployed by the Royal Engineers when sinking 
what were formerly known as ‘‘ Abyssinian ” 
wells. Where water is present at no great 
depth, and the stratum in which it flows is 
very porous, this type of well is very economi- 
cal, and the yield for a small building may be 
adequate. In more compact soils the yield 
may at first be very poor, and be exhausted 
by a few strokes of the pump; but if sand 
and clay are drawn up, a reservoir slowly 
forms, into which water collects while the 
pump is unused, and in time the service may 
be adequate to requirements. For very 
shallow depths where clay overlays sand or 


gravel, driving apparatus may be improvised, 
but usually it is better to purchase suitable 
tackle if several wells are to be driven, or 
hire it where there is only one. It may, how- 
ever, afford guidance to say that trained 
sappers will drive a well twenty feet deep, 
and have the pump at work within a few 
hours, if all is ready to hand. 

To begin with, a purpose-made steel point 
and length of perforated pipe are required, 
and these, together with the tubing, must be 
purchased. The tubes are of iron and usually 
have barrel-shaped detachable collars or 
sockets, though in some cases other forms of 
joint are used. The steel point is about 
seven inches long, and the perforated tube 
about twenty-one inches. For tubes of 1} in. 
diameter (measured inside) some 320 holes of 
4 in. diameter are drilled, so that their com- 
bined area is three times that of the area-of 
the pipe. For driving in soft ground, purpose- 
made caps are employed and fitted on to the 
end of the pipe, but in harder ground, where 
heavier blows are needed, a clutch that fits 
and grips the pipe is to be preferred. The 
monkey (falling weight) needs no description, 
save to say that the hole through it is of a 
diameter that will permit free movement up 
and down the pipes. The pulley bar here 
shown receives a special mounting carrying 
the pulleys or sheaves, but many well sinkers 
prefer a light set of shear legs, and then this 
bar is called a guide bar. It consists of a 
tube into which a solid bar is welded to pro- 
ject some twelve inches and enter the driven 
tube. The guys shown in the diagram are 
only mounted to keep the tubes upright, and 
skilled men do not ordinarily require them. 
The method of drivirz is obvious, but there 
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are certain points requiring watchfulness 


while the monkey is in use. After the first 
blow it will be necessary to tighten the clamp 
(or clutch) and again after the fourth blow, 
and then at intervals of a dozen blows. The 
tightening should be done evenly, that is to 
say, each nut should be moved but slightly and 
in turn until all are tight. The ends of the 
pipes within the collars should butt tightly, 
and the jarring effect of the blows tends to 
turn the pipes and so part them. This has to 
be corrected by tightening up the joint. 

At frequent intervals a test should be made 
for the presence of water. This is done by 
dropping a plummet down the tubes and 
measuring the wetted string. When water is 
found, the driving should continue slowly 
and cautiously lest the perforated tube be 
buried in an impervious bed of clay below the 
water-bearing vein. If, however, this should 
occur, the tube may be withdrawn as far 
as is necessary, by fitting the clamp above the 
monkey, so that upward blows may be struck, 
If the perforated pipe becomes clogged up 
with clay it may be relieved by pouring in 
water and churning with a rod of less dia- 
meter, and then fitting and working the pump, 


Improving Existing Wells. 

Many existing wells could be improved by 
deepening were it not that they are often in 
a dangerous condition in regard to the brick 
lining of the shaft. While they may be in 
no danger of collapse if undisturbed, any 
digging below the brickwork would result in 
movement and the walls would fall in. 
Where the well is of a sufficiently large 
diameter, it would, however, often be quite 
feasible to line it with concrete tubes packed 
round with concrete, and then the deepening 
could be proceeded with in tubes of lesser 
diameter. It is first of all necessary, however, 
to get at the facts in regard to the source 
of the water, for some of the existing wells 
do not reach to a water-bearing vein, but 
are merely pits collecting surface water 
flowing but little below surface level. If 
the well be thoroughly cleaned out the state 
of the bottom will offer some guidance. Often 
it will be noted that though the water does 
come in at the bottom, the brickwork has 
been laid throughout without mortar. Ii it 
is sound enough to do without re-lining, it 
should be pointed witli cement for the first 
six feet, measured from the top. After that 
the outside of the shaft should be exposed 
and rendered in cement, after being scrubbed 
sufficiently. If the district provides clay, the 
trench that has been opened can be pudd‘ed. 
Surface water cannot be definitely excluded 
from a shallow well, but it can be made to 
penetrate to a depth before it enters, and 
it is thus to some extent filtered. Sometimes 
these wells are covered in with flags, or even 
with timber several feet below surface level. 
In such case the shaft should be topped up 
with new brickwork to ground level, and 
then be covered in with concrete having a 
good spread, all as described for a new well. 
The tail pipe should be examined, and if 
necessary be repaired or renewed. At about 
normal water level it is probable that the 
pipe will be found to be eaten into. Strainer 
and foot valve should receive attention. 


Land Springs. 

Sometimes the source of supply for one or 
more cottages is found to be a land spring, 
the water trickling from the side of a hill, 
or out of a fissure in a rock, and flowing 
away. After prolonged rain the water may 
flow in a steady stream, but in times of 
drought there may be none, vr so little 
flowing as to be of no service. Sometimes 
the rate of flow can be much improved by 
blasting away some of the rock and widen- 
ing the fissure. The job is, however, only 
to be undertaken by the experienced. Where 
the formation of the rock permits, the spring 
may be protected by following it up until a 
cave is formed, and a dipping well may be 
formed in the floor of the cave and a gate 
be put across the opening to keep out 
animals. If the flow is a good one a ram 
may be installed, and the water be forced 
up to a better position. 
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THE LAND REGISTRATION 
RULES, 1930 


A Memoranpum dated May 7, issued by the 
Land Registry (Weekly Notes, May 26), con- 
tains some hints on practice in connection 
with the Land Registration Rules, 1930, 
which, to avoid the need for personal at- 
tendance at the Land Registry for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the register, provide a free 
system of official searches, giving priority and 
complete protection to purchasers, which is 
not secured by personal searches. The 
Memorandum deals under three headings with 
three cases: (a) Where the land certificate 
is with the vendor’s solicitor; (b) where it is 
retained at the Registry because the land is 
subject to a charge; and (c) where on building 
estates the certificates are deposited at the 
Registry. 

As regards (a), it is explained that the 
normal practice is for the vendor’s solicitor 
to give the purchaser’s solicitor an abstract 
of the entries in the land certificate, but it is 
pointed out that the purchaser’s solicitor 
should verify this abstract by inspecting the 
land certificate at the office of the vendor's 
solicitor and should take particular care to 
note the date on which the certificate was 
last made to correspond.with the register, as 
this date must be given on the form of appli- 
cation for official search. In modern land 
certificates this date will be found immediately 
inside the cover. Where the purchase money 
does not exceed £1,000 and the vendor has 
not furnished the purchaser with a copy of 
the entries in the land certificate, it is open 
to the purchaser to attend at the vendor’s 
office and make a copy thereof himself. It is 
further pointed out that to guard against any 
dealing adverse to the purchaser having been 
entered on the register subsequent to the date 
when the land certificate was made to corre- 
spond therewith, the purchaser’s solicitor 
should apply by post on Form 94 for an 
official pan | of the register and for the result 
to be posted to him, without fee, stating 
whether or not such an entry has been made, 
and, if so, giving a free office copy of such 
entry. 

As regards (b), the Memorandum states that 
here during the negotiations for sale the pur- 
chaser should arrange for the vendor to obtain 
an up-to-date office copy of the register and 
(if necessary) of the official plan of the land, 
or with the consent of the vendor’s solicitor 
he can himself obtain such an office. copy. 
He is then in such a position as to act as set 
out above where the certificate is with the 
vendor’s solicitor. 

The next paragraph—(c)—relates to build- 
ing estates, and where these are being rapidly 
developed the normal practice is stated to be 
that the land certificate is deposited by the 
vendor’s solicitor at the Registry in connec- 
tion with previous sales. On such estates the 
Registry issues to the vendors in exchange 
for the land certificates an office copy of the 
register and of the official plan of the land. 
This copy takes the place of the land certifi- 
cate for the purpose of verification of the 
abstract thereof by a purchaser of part. But 
to guard against any dealing adverse to a 
purchaser —— been entered on the register 
subsequent to the date when the office copy 
was issued to the vendor, the purchaser’s 
solicitor should apply by post on Form 94 for 
an official search of the register to be made, 
the result to be posted to him, without fee, 
stating whether or not an entry has been 
made, and, if so, giving a free office copy 
of such entry. 

The Memorandum, however, closes with a 
warning, apparently applicable to all cases, 
that in addition to inspecting the land certifi. 
cate or an office copy thereof, it is of the 
first importance to inspect the ground to 
ascertain the precise boundaries of the land, 
appurtenant rights, easements and leases not 
exceeding 21 years, to which it may be sub- 
ject, and any other over-riding rights set out 
in Section 70 of the Land Registration Act, 
1925, regarding which the register (like an 
abstract of title to unregistered land) is or 
may be silent.

MECHANICAL PROPERTIES 
OF BRICKWORK 


In a report* just issued by the Building 
Research Station of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, up-to-date 
information is given on the strength of 
bricks and brickwork. The need for such 
information is evidenced by the fact that, 
despite the many developments in bricks and 
brickmaking in Great Britain, the latest data 
hitherto available are those contained in a 
report published by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects in 1905. 

As a first step it was necessary to decide 
on the best method to be adopted in testing 
individual bricks with a view to providing a 
useful guide to the strength of walls and 
piers. From the several series of tests it was 
concluded that for general purposes the brick 
should be tested whole, with the frog filled, 
and placed flat between plywood sheets. A 
table is given of values for a wide and repre- 
sentative range of British bricks. 

Most of the report is devoted to the ex- 
amination of the strength of brick piers, as 
it is in regard to piers that questions of 
loading on brickwork normally arise. From 
the various tests carried out in England and 
elsewhere it would appear that the ultimate 
strength of a pier is from about 4 to 4 
of the compressive strength of a brick tested 
flat; for stronger bricks the ratio is as low 
as 1-5th. This relation is far from being 
precise. For walling, no general conclusions 
can be stated, except that if bricks of 
known strength are uniformly distributed in 
a wall (which is not, of course, usually the 
case) then the strength of the wall will be 
directly proportional to the average strength 
of the bricks. 

In the course of the report, attention is 
paid to the effect of mortar strength, dimen- 
sions of units, bond used, and grade of 
workmanship. It must be borne in mind 
that the strength of a brick is by no means 
the sole criterion as to its suitability for any 
purpose other than load-bearing. For con- 
venience of reference the results of a wide 
range of physical tests are given in an 
appendix to the report. Figures are also 
given of the results of tests on various types 
of walling blocks.

‘BRITISH ROAD FEDERATION 


Tue annual general meeting of the British 
Road Federation was held at 83, Pall Mall, 
London, 8.W.1, on June 25. The Rt. Hon. 
the Earl Howe, P.C., C.B.E., Chairman of 
the Federation, presided over a gathering 
which included representatives of the 
majority of the 32 national organisations com- 
prising the membership of the Federation. 


Weak Bridges. 

lt was stated in the annual report that one 
of the most important of the many branches 
of activities of the Federation had been in 
relation to weak bridges. On November 8, 
1933, a deputation from the Federation was 
received by Sir Henry Piggott, Deputy 
Secretary to the Ministry of Transport, on 
the subject of the terms of the clause pro- 

sed to be inserted in the Road and Rail 
Traffic Bill, 1933, with reference to weak 
bridges, to be accompanied by the repeal of 
Section 25 of the Road Traffic Act, 1950. As 
a result of this deputation substantial amend- 
ments were accepted by the Minister of 
Transport and embodied in what is now 
Section 30 of the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 
19353. 

The Federation was represented at a con- 
ference of bridge owners, highway authorities, 
and road users, convened by the Minister of 
Transport, at which he presided, on Novem- 
ber 30, 1933, for the punpose of considering : 
(a) The application of the provisions of Sec- 
tion 30 of the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 
1933, with the least amount of disturbance : 
(b) the most effective means of obtaining a 
list of the bridges which from their construc- 
tional weakness and from the importance of 
the highways on which they are placed stand 
most in need of reconstruction; and (c) the 
form of notice to be prescribed under the 
provisions of Section 30. 

The conference decided that a series ot 
bridge conferences should be convened by 
the County Councils throughout the country, 
or, where necessary, by some other appro- 
priate local authority, to which should be 
invited representatives of the highway and 
bridge authorities and of*road users. At the 
request of the Minister of Transport, the 
Federation undertook to arrange for the 
attendance at these conferences of representa- 
tives of road users, and a_ considerable 
volume of work had been involved in dealing 
with this very important matter. 

On February 12 a further deputation from 
the Federation was received 7, the Deputy 
Secretary to the Ministry of Transport, on 
the subject of weak bridges. The purpose 
of this deputation was generally to urge the 
postponement of the operation of Section 30, 
and the necessity for the initiation of an 
adequate bridge reconstruction programme. 

The result of these activities had been to 
bring out and to emphasise the importance of 
this problem and the very considerable diffi- 
culties involved, and that the interests of 
trade and industry, and, indeed, the 
economic wellbeing of the country as a 
whole, required the withholding of the 
enforcement of Section 30 until such time as 
a@ programme of bridge reconstruction had 
not only been framed, but had actually pro- 
gressed to an extent which would ensure that 
no undue impediments would arise from the 
operation of the Section.

Concrete 
for the several roads under construction is 
distributed in lorries from the ‘* Winget ”’ 
central mixing station. This mixing plant 
is producing 150 yards of concrete per day 
with a labour force of only four men, every 
batch of concrete being exactly to the required 
specification.

Rural Water Supplies. 

The drought has accentuated, often in a 
drastic fashion, the unsatisfactory conditions 
of water supply in rural districts. Numerous 
villages, hamlets, farms and country houses 
are dependent entirely upon shallow wells or 
rain water. It is estimated that no fewer than 
six million people are still without an ade- 
quate supply of pure water. The whole ques- 
tion, together with the problem of sewage 
disposal, was recently examined by an expert 
committee of the British Electrical Develop- 
ment Association, and the results have been 
embodied in a report published under the 
title of ‘“‘ Water Supplies and Sewage Dis- 
posal in Rural and Small Urban Districts.”
